Coffee Loot 
Ditched 
Into River

A trail of bullet-riddled cases 
of coffee left by two Firth bur­ 
glars, who escaped capture by 
two Lancaster County 
deputy 
sheriffs in a running gun battle 
over 20 miles of dust-» clouded 
country roads, has run out about 
three miles southeast of Sterling. 
Remainder of the stolen coffee 
was apparently ditched into the 
Nemaha River near Sterling by 
the fleeing pair, according to 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Stcinacher. 
He said the dumped loot is being 
fished out. 
Approx imately one-half of the 
stolen loot fell from the fleeing 
truck and has been recovered at 
points between there and the 
scene of the burglary. 
Eight cases, with bullet hole.« ;, 
were reco\^red six miles east of 
Adams and four cases dropped 
off the truck just west of the 
Gage County town. 
A Lincoln farm route m ilk­ 
man has reported finding a case 
just south of Sterling. He told 
the Sheriff’s office that he had 
disposed of part of his “find” be­ 
fore reading about the burglary. 
A wide search is in progre.'^s 
for the two men with a late-

On routine night patrol duty,

Ducked Down 
The two men ducked down in 
the truck cab as the Sheriff’s 
Patrol rounded a corner onto 
the Firth main street and then 
took off as Deputy Stcinacher 
whipped the patrol car around 
to challenge them. 
The deputies fired two shots 
at the fleeing truck as they nar- 
row’ed the distance to gun-range. 
Pistol fire was returned by the 
truck passengers. 
The gun fire from the truck 
was 
described 
as 
heavy 
but 
neither the patrol car nqr the 
deputies were hit. 
As they raced over country 
roads at speeds from 70 to 80 
miles 
per 
hour, 
the 
deputies 
emptied their pistols and a shot­ 
gun at the truck. 
They said the 
“ truck and the load (37 cases of 
coffee) 
were 
bullet-riddled,” 
but apparently the fleeing pair 
escaped being hit. 
Dust from side-roads was so 
heavy that at times only the tail- 
light of the truck was visible.

WASHINGTON m — T h e 
United States made a new de- 
miind Friday that Russia return 
670 lend-lease ships and settle 
its wartime debt. 
Undersecretary of State Walter 
B. Smith handed a memorandum 
to Russian Ambassador Georgi 
N. Zarubin renewing the Ameri­ 
can demand during a 14-minute 
meeting. 
The State Department 
said 
Smith req uested that the United 
States “be informed at an early 
date of the intentions of the 
Soviet government with respect 
to the return of United States- 
owned lend-lease vessels.” 
Envoy Grim-Faced 
Zarubin walked out of Smith’s 
office grim-faced and said “No, 
no, no” when asked by reporters 
whether he wanted to say any ­ 
thing about his call. 
The United States lent the 
vessels to Rusia during World 
War II when the tw’O countries 
were Allies. 
Russia has been evasive about 
turning back the vessels despite 
repeated American demands. Of 
the total, 554 are small naval 
craft, 87 are merchant vessels 
and 29 are small Army craft 
such as landing boats, 
Lend-lease negotiations with 
the Russians have dragged on 
for more than six y ears. 
The 
Soviet government offered last 
y ear to pay 300 million dollars to 
write “closed” to the wartime 
account. 
The United States has de­ 
manded that Moscow' pay 800 
million dollars in addition "to re­ 
turning the vessels. 
This sum has been asked as 
compensation for nearly $2,600,- 
000,000 in lend-lease items which 
American officials estimate had 
peacetime value to Russia after 
the war ended. 
Altogether, the United States 
shipped nearly 11 billion dollars 
worth of materials and supplies 
to Russia during World War II.

Labor Chief 
Durkin Back 
At Union Job 
WASHINGTON (JP) — Martin 
P. Durkin 
went 
back 
to the 
plumbers’ union—and organized 
labor lost its only representative 
in the Eisenhower cabinet. 
Whatever else might result 
from Durkin’s abrupt resignation 
as secretary of labor—the pos­ 
sible political impact,« the chan­ 
ces for revision of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act—was mostly a matter of 
partisan conjecture. 
Some Democrats and union of­ 
ficials pictured Durkin’s ex it as 
evidence of big business domina­ 
tion of the Eisenhow’er adminis­ 
tration. Plainly , they hoped to 
make the Taft-Hartley Labor 
Law a major issue in nex t y ear’s 
congressional election. 
Republicans Silent 
Republicans mostly remained 
silent though some GOP leaders 
privately doubted the resigna­ 
tion of Durkin—only Deifocrat 
in Eisenhower’s cabinet who sup­ 
ported Adlai Stevenson in the 
presidential campaign — w' o u 1 d 
have much of any political ef­ 
fect. 
Durkin resumed his old post as 
president of the AFL plumbers 
and steamfitters union. And a 
man from the telephone company 
took out the private phone con­ 
necting Durkin’s apartment with 
the White House. 
There was no word from Eisen­ 
hower’s vacation headq uarters in 
Denver as to a possible succes­ 
sor to Durkin. Nor was there any 
comment on Durkin’s contention 
that the Whtie House staff broke 
a Taft-Hartley revision agree­ 
ment.
